‘BRIDGE DEMOLISHED 
BY FLOATING HOUSE 


Water Was Six Inches Deep 
in Fields for Hours and 
Buildings and Orops Were 
Damaged. 


The towns of Fenton and Valley Park, 
Gt. Louis County, were visited by a cloud- 
burst Thursday afternoon, which, combined 
with the flood waters from the Meramec 
river, damaged many residence@in the two 
towns, and caused a heavy loss to the Bt. 
Louis Plate Glass Works, being built at 
Valley Park. 

W. J. Fedden of Fenton was in St. Louis 
Friday morning to secure two carpenters 
and two bricklayers to repair the damage 
to his own residence, whicti he said was 
mot damaged more than many others. 

While the storm was at its height a 
one and a half-story house came down the 
Meramec river, and before anything could 
be done to protect thé Fenton briige, 
struck the bridge and cut it in two. 

The country for miles around was flooded 
to a depth of six inches for several hours. 

At Valley Park the chief damage was 
Wone by lightning. Barns belonging to 
George Lehman and George Fingelmann 
Were struck, and Fingelmann lost a mule. 
The Meramec river was reported as falling 
Friday morning. and the damage to the 
St. Louis Plate Glass Works is not as 
heavy as at first feared. 

The crop loss along the Meramec is 
heavy. One incident reported is that 10 
acres of meadow is entire!® ruined for crop 
Purposes, as four inches of soil was left 


on the grass.

‘Members of Order Expelled 


From France Are in 
St. Louis, 


VISIT SICK IN HOMES 
REGARDLESS OF RACE 


Seven of the Sisters Are at Delmar 
Boulevard Residence, and Five 
More Are Expected to 
Join Them. 


Seven French nuns, exiles from their 
native country, have taken refuge in 8t. 
Louis. 

They have established a residence at 
$887 Delmar boulevard. 

They arrived in St. Louis last Friday, 
and took quarters at the Delmar boule- 
vard address Saturday. 

There they are holding daily religious 
services, although the place is not yet ful- 
ly furnished and the front room is bare. 


There is not the slightest indication 
on the outside as to the identity or char- 
acter of the occupants. 

Five more nuns will arrive from France 
within a fe wdays. 

The sesvn now here are of French 
birth, but all speak English, though im- 
perfectly. 

They are in charge of Sister St. Ber- 
nard, mother superior, and are known as 
the Helpers. The full name of the order 
is the Helpers of the Holy Souls. 
Before the edict which banished them 
from their native country they were lo- 
cated in Paris.. They came to the United 
States on the steamship La Gascogne, 
landed at New York and came directly to 
St. Louis. 


Visit Sick in 


Their Homes. 

Here they expect to establish their or- 
der, the purposes of which are charitable 
and humanitarian. They visit and care 
for the sick in their own homes, regard- 
less of creed, nationality or color. 

In Ithe Settlement Houses which they 
have been conducting, there are daily 
classes in the afternoon and on several 
eevnings each week. White and colored 
persons alike take turns in sewing and 
receiving instruction. 

Young girls employed in stores and fao- 
tories meet in the evenfng for instruction 
and amusement. A series of ‘mothers’ 
meettings’’ is also held fOr the benefit of 
all nationalities. The garfiients made at 
all of these evening classes are distributed 
without charge among the makers. 

The sisters also have a library system. 
More than 12,000 books were distributed by 
them last year. Their work is always and 
entirely gratuitious. 

Seventeen of the nuns have taken refuge 
at the Ursuline Convent at Alton, III. 

Several of them arrived af altimore, Md., 
a few days ago, and others have found 
havens at Shreveport, La., New Orleans, 
Memphis, Vicksburg and other cities in the 
Mississippi valley.

This map shows the great Madison levee which protects East St. Louis and 
all the east side cities north below Alton from the current 
Kast St. Louts is further protected by the railroad track embankments north of 
it. The floodwater now in the lower portions of East St. Louls comes from Caho- 
kia creek, which bisects the city from northeast to southwest and is now “flowing 
upstream” because the Mississippi is higher than its surface. 
not over its banks it is backing water into the city through the sewers and it has 
flooded the land which formerly separated it from Indian lake, making a preten-

Two hundred men are working incessant-

NEW YORK, June 5.—It is the opinion 
of conservative bankers that the situation 
in the financial district is gradually be- 
coming serious. They admit that there is 
foundaticn for the many rumors concern- 
ing ,Pprominent men, leading financial 
houses, which have been in circulation for 
more than a week. 

The tremendous decline in stock values 
during the last four months, according to 
the best authorities, has by no means been 
the result of bearish manipulation. There 
has been an enormous amount of genuine 
liquidation, which has greatly reduced the 
fortunes of many men who, two years ago, 
could write their checks for many millions. 

A leading bank president told a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today there was 
no doubt of the fact that the fortunes of 
many multi-millionaires had actually been 
cut in half during the last year. 

The names of several men who have been 
very prominent in financial ‘affairs recent- 
ly are mentioned in nearly every broker's 
office in Wall street in connection with the 
heavy liquidation and with the collapse of 
a number of big industria} concerns. 

One, man, whose name is seen in the 
newspapers nearly every day, is committed 
to underwriting syndicates for over $2v,- 
000,000, and has been compelled to liquidate 
thousands of shares of stock in order to 
strengthen himself. 

The head of a very prominent firm which 
has been associated with several industrial 
combinations is commonly reported to be 
very seriously embarrassed. 

' A brokerage firm which has done a large 
Canadian wire business igs mentioned in 
the rumors of the day as having become 
seriously involved because of the collapse 
of the specniative boom fn Canada.

ROMAN ARENA I 
~ HEART OF PARIS 


Discovered by Accident in 
Little Park in Digging 
for Reservoir.

PARIS, June 5.—In the very. heart of 
Paris, shut in by iron railings and hidden 
from the street by a little hill, grass-cov- 
ered and adorned with trees, lies a most 
interesting relic of the days long since 
gone by when this beautiful city was un- 
der the rule of the Roman invader. The 
spot is known to tose who know it at 
all, as the Parc l’Arene, and the Roman 
Arena which nestles quietly in its center, 
was discovered by accident after a sleep 
of many centuries. 

There was urgent need of a new water 
supply in the locality on the left bank of 
the Seine, not far from the Jardin des 
Plantes. To provide a reservoir the author- 
ities began to excavate in a little park at 
the corner of Rue Navarre and Rue 
Monge, only frequented by childen and 
their nurses. After the digging had been 
going on a while, the workmen came upon 
a structure belonging to another age. Pro- 
ceeding carefully, little by little, they laid 
bare a Roman Arena. Whether the work 
was done by Roman slaves or conquered 
Gauls under the lash af a Roman tack- 
master, is a matter of conjecture. 

The entrance to the Arena is from the 
Rue Navarre. To the right and left are 
the boxes reserved for the nobles, and 
one larger and better situated than the 
rest, may have been for the emperor. 

On. either side of the entrance are cages 
bullt under the seats. Looking into 
them the visitor can fancy that one had 
been a cell for Christians and captives, 
while from the other came the cries and 
snaris of hungry beasts that were to de- 


vour them in the arena to furnish a Ro- 
holiday in the ecapital of sunny 
France. 

When half of Sag arena had been brought 
to view the work had to be discontinued, 
as it runs under the wall of an adjoining 
building used by an omnibus company, 
having some time yet to run.

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SOLDIER SCHOOLMASTERS. 

An article in the Outlook tells how soldiers in the Philippines 
were converted into schoolmasters and taught the little brown 
boys and girls how to read and write and’ cipher.

The military schools, which were taught by soldiers until the 
present system of public instruction was established, were set 
up by Gen.. Otis immediately after his arrival in Manila. 

There were, in northern Luzon, 479 of these schools, tn south- 
ern Luzon 89, in Panay 210, in Negros 6, Cebu 23 and Mindanao 45. 

The Outlook writer says that “although these schools were not 
always well supervised, for the army officers were not skilled 
schoolmasters, yet here and there an officer gave them great 
attention and secured marked progress, and also occasionally 
some soldier developed into an excellent schoolmaster.” In one 
town an officer taught a private clags. 

“Since the arrival of the American teachers,”’ says the writer,

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PRESIDENT RAMSEY’S PLAN.

A WORD TO FISHERMEN, 


Bred and Reasonable Way’’—Don't 
From the Independent. 

‘Those of us who fish in a fair, well-bred 
and reasonable way, for the purpose of 
recreation and as a means of increasing 
the table“ pleasures of ourselves Or our 
friends, may well regret the apparently 
unalterable decree which gives to all those 
who fish, under the spur of any motive— 
good, bad or indifferent—the name of fish- 
ermen. We certainly have nothing in cOm- 
mon with those who fish for a livelihood 
unless it be a desire to catch fish. 

We have, in point of fact, no closer re- 
lationship than this with the murderously 
inclined, whose only motive in fishing is 
to make large catches, and whose sole 
pleasure in the pursuit is the gratification 
of a greedy propensity. Nevertheless we, 
and those with whom we have 80 little 
sympathy, are by a sort of unavoidable 
law of gravitation classed together in the 
same fraternity, and called fishermen. 

At this season, when the activities of 
genteel fishing usually begin, it is fitting 
that a word should be spoken that may not 
only redoupd to our comfort and satisfac- 
tion, but may guard us against tempta- 
ticns that easily beset even the best of fish- 


ermen. 

We who claim to represent the highest 
fishing aspirations are sometimes inclined 
to complain on days when the fish refuse 
to bite. There can be no worse exhibition 
than this of an entike misconception of @ 
wise arrangement for our benefit. We 
should always remember that we have 
about us on every side thousands of those 
whu claim membership in the fishing fra- 
ternity, because, in & Way, they love to 
tish when the fish bite—and only up 
These are contented only when capture is 
constant, and their only conception of the 
pleasures of fishing rests upon uninter- 
rupted slaughter.

Entire Wheat Bread. 

I take 2% pints of warm water, table 
spoon salt, 1 of lard, 1 of sugar, a yeast 
cake dissolved in a little warm water, end 
mix in all the entire wheat I can with a 
spoon, then knead in the rest, but do not 
take it out of the mixing pan; just enough 
to get it in good shape.

The article is: 

A man, aged # years, blind from birth, 
was brought to the Glasgow Opthalmic In- 
stitution on Feb. 24, 1903. He was one of 
a family of seven, and although, as far as 
could be agoertained, there was no hered- 
itary predisposition to blindness, one sister, 
as well as himself, was born blind and an- 
other (who died at the age of % years) 
lost her sight when she was 2 years old. 
The rest—a brother and three sisters—are 
said to have been able to see perfectly 
well. 

The sister who was born blind, now 33 
yoars of age, was brought up in the blind 
asylum, but the patient himself was allowed 
to run about as he pleased, no attempt 
to educate him having ever been made, 
He became, however, so familiar with the 
country district (a few miles from Glas- 
gow) in which he resided that he could 
go about witbout the slightest fear; and 
his hearing was so acute that he knew at 
once if there was anything unusual on a 
road along which he was walking, and 
thus he never had any difficulty in keep- 
ing himself out of danger. The ‘sense of 
obstacles’’ spoken of by psychologists was 
indeed developed to guch a degree that he 
hardly ever came in contact with what 
might be in the way he seemed to per- 
celve the obstruction as he approached 
and was thereby enabled to avoid it 


Sense of Hearing. 

As he paseed along a road he could tell 
a wall from a hedge by the sound of 
the air coming through the leaves and 
branches of the latter. He could easily go 
on an errand to any house in his native 
village, for the resonance of his footfall— 
quite different in sound when he was pass- 
ing a building from what it was when he 
was opposite an open space—enabled him, 
perfectly familiar as he was with his sur- 
roundings, to count the heuses as he 
passed, and thus to turn corners and final- 
ly to stop at the one which he wanted.

IS PENNSYLVANIA CONTROL 
SOUGHT BY ROCKEFELLER? 


Bad Crop Reports and General Desire 
to Unload Seems to Be the 
Reason for the 
Drop.

As manipulation now has taken 
charge of the market all natural influences 
are of no consequence. Outside manipula- 
tion, the conditions of all grain do not 
mean higher prices.
